BARCELONA, April 23.—The se- 
cret Court of Espionage and High 
Treason sentenced four men to 
death today—three of them soldiers 
charged with attempting to desert 
to France and the fourth a robber. 

By permission of the court, 
this Associated Press reporter 
was allowed to view the three-hour 
proceedings, which were of increas- 
ing interest as the Government pur- 
sued its campaign to clean up the 
rearguard. 

Three women were tried on 
charges of aiding the deserters. 
One of them, Teresa Veloy Sastre, 


38 years old, of Lerida, was given a 
23-year prison term for housing and 
concealing deserters. The other 
two, clerks in the Agricultural Min- 
istry, were ordered tried in lower 
court on lighter charges of disaf- 
fection toward the regime. 

Scene at the Trial. 

Only the seven defendants sitting 
on a long wooden bench, the court 
of five judges, two of them in mili- 
tary uniform, the prosecutor, the 
defense attorney, four ‘witnesses, 
two clerks, two guards and the re- 
porter were present during the 
trial. 

Each defendant in turn was 
called to the witness chair in the 
middle of the room, facing the 
curved bench where the judges—in 
black robes with lace cuffs—sat in 
swivel chairs. 

To the right, at a high desk, his 
pomponed octagonal court cap be- 
fore him, sat the prosecutor. He 
and the court president conducted 
the questioning. To the left, at 
another desk, sat the defense coun- 
sel. In the rear of the room, back 
of the defendants, sat two uni- 
formed assault guards with rifles. 

Professor of Mathematics. 

Typical of the three soldier-de- 
fendants was Ricardo Lopez Gar- 
cia, 35. He wore seedy — brown- 
striped pants, and fingered his 
rough, woolen trench cap as 
he talked quietly. He told the Court 
he had been a professor of Ger- 
man, French and mathematics in 
a Madrid private school before the 
war. He joined the International 
Brigade as an interpreter and was 
made a Lieutenant. 
. “You wrote Fascist propaganda, 
you lived with. Fascists, you sym- 
pathized with Fascists?” the Court 
asked. 

“No! No!” the defendant re- 
plied, shaking his head vigorously. 
He explained he did not like life 
in the International Brigade, that 
he was ill in a hospital and later 
went to Lerida. 

Then he admitted he falsified pa- 
pers which would permit him. to 
leave, but said he was willing to 
return to the army if he would not 
be assigned to the International 
Brigade. 

“Is it true that you were drunk 
most of the time?” the Court 
asked. 

“Yes, he replied mildly, “I drink 
anything and I only stop when I 
have no money.” 

The other soldier-defendants in 
turn were shown papers which 
they were charged with falsifying. 
They protested that their only mo- 
tives were to come to Barcelona 
and that they did not attempt to 
desert to France. 

Women Before the Court. 

The women then were heard. 
Senora Veloy Sastre told her story 
in mile-a-minute Spanish, gesticu- 


lating and using familiar idioms. 
She said she supplied rooms for the 
men in return for board money, 
but denied she made any attempt 
to conceal them. The two agricul- 
tural clerks denied they had aided 
the three soldier-defendants. : 

Witnesses were called—two doc- 
tors who testified that Lopez Gar- 
cia was a chronic alcoholic and a 
member of the Socialist party who 
said he knew one of the two clerks 
and knew her to be an “outside 
factor.” 

The prosecutor then summed up, 
outlining the charges and calling 
for heavy sentences, The judges re- 
laxed, lighting pipes and cigarettes:

NEW ROW STARTS OVER 
MOSES AUSTIN'S GRAVE 


Potosi Seethes When Historiah 
Says He Heard Site Had 
Been Neglected. 


Special to the Post+Dispatch. 

POTOSI, Mo., April 23.—Public 
indignation, aroused yesterday 
when an undertaker employed by 
the Texas Historical and Landmark 
Commission made an unsuccessful 
attempt to remove the body of 
Moses Austin from its 117-year-old 


at Austin, Tex., increased today 
with the statement by L. W. Kemp 
of Houston, chairman of the ad- 
visory board of Texas Historians, 
that he had been told the grave 
was not in the best condition and 
that it “reflected .somewhat on 
Texas.” 

First to take issue with the state- 
ment, made by Kemp in announc- 
ing that no legal steps would be 
taken to carry out plans for re- 
moval of the body of the father of 
Stephen Fuller Austin, “founder of 
Texas,” was Mayor W. lL. Ed- 
monds. 

Notified by townsmen who heard 
the ring of pick and shovel at the 
stone and concrete vault in the old 
Presbyterian Cemetery early 
Thursday . morning, Mayor Ed- 
monds quickly stopped the three 
Negro workmen employed by the 
undertaker and immediately called 
the City Council into special ses- 
sion. 

Remembers the Alamo. 

The Council as promptly issued 
an order denying permission to ex- 
hume the body from the cemetery, 
over which it has control, and 
served notice on the Texan that it 
would resist any legal efforts to 
obtain the body with the same de- 
termination that marked the de- 
fense of the Alamo. 

“Who do they think they are?” 
asked the irate Mayor when he 
read of the Texan’s dissatisfaction 
with the condition of the vault in 
which lies the body of Potosi’s 
founder. “It was in excellent con- 
dition until their workmen tore out 
the side of the vault Thursday.” 

“Hundreds of persons, inclduing 
history scholars, visit the place 
each year and it always has been a 
source of pride to the town. Last 
February, the Civic League of Po- 
tosi (a women’s organization) be- 
gan raising funds for a bronze 
plaque to place at the grave, giv- 
ing a comprehensive identification 
of the founder of Potosi. 

Recalis Colonization of Texas. 
“If it hadn’t been for Moses Aus- 
tin’s plan for colonizing Texas with 
Anglo-Americans, a ‘project cArried 
out by his son, Texas would still 
be part of Mexico.” 

Among others who were so dis- 
pleased at the suggested removal 
of the body that he was preparing 
to organize a protest to Gov. Stark, 
was Dr. Ralph P. Bieber, associate 
professor of history at Washing- 
ton University, St. Louis. He pointed 
out that the body of Daniel Boone 
had been removed from its grave 
near Marthasville, Warren Coun- 
ty, in September, 1845, before pro- 
test could be made against the re- 
quest of the Kentucky Legislature 
which provided for burial at Frank- 
fort, Ky. All that remains at the 
grave site is a “Dan- 
iel Boone grave monument,” indi- 
cated on State highway maps as. 
a “point of interest.” 

Coming to Missouri in 1797, Aus- 
tin arrived some two years before 
Boone, Dr. Bieber pointed .out, re- 
ferring to the Austin papers, com- 
piled by Eugene C. Barker, profes-

Obtaining a grant from the Span- 
ish Government, which then con- 
trolled the Southeast Missouri lead 
lands, Moses Austin, who had left 
his home in Connecticut to become 
a successful merchant in Pennsyl- 
vania and lead mine operator in 
Virginia, established the first sci- 
entific smelter at Mine a Burton, 
the site of Potosi. In 1816, he 
moved to Herculaneum, favored as 
a site for economical construction 
of a shot tower because of its high 
bluffs. 


A man of wealth in pioneer days, 
Austin reckoned his v.orth at $160,- 
000 in 1812 and was one of the 
founders of the Bank of St. Louis 
which failed with the panic of 
1819, leaving him, as he wrote from 
St. Louis to James Bryant, husband 
of his daughter, Emily, “in a most 
unpleasant situation without a dol- 
lar to get a shirt washed.” 

It was in an effort to re-establish 
himself that he obtained permission 
from the Spanish Governor at San 
Antonio, Tex., to establish a‘ colony 
of 300 American families. Upon 
his return to Missouri, however, 
he died of pneumonia June 10, 1821, 
at the home of his daughter at 
Hazel Run, four miles northeast of 
Bonne Terre. His son carried out 
his plan, was a leader in the fight 
for Texas independence and was 
buried in the State Cemetery at the 
capital which bears his name.

“Whatever you do with me will 
be all right,” he said. “I want you 
to know that I loved my mother.

(Prosecutor Morris Meyers) said. 
If I was.in my right mind at that 
time, I never would have done 
=. 

His father, Theodore Danielsen, 
gave the boy a word of encourage- 
ment when he addressed the court, 
declaring he was present to back 
up the boy’s statement. 

“If you go to the penitentiary,” 
he said, “your father and mother 
will be to blame.” 

Prosecutor Meyers told the Judge 
the.Coroner’s report indicated the 
youth strangled his mother before 
-he thrust .a bread knife in her 
throat last March 3 after she had 
upbraided him for truancy, adding 
that unless the boy was put in an 
institution the case might, have 
“some terrible implications.” 

Asserting tie boy's act, under 
the law, was that of an insane per- 
son, Defense Counsel Leonard C. 
Reid, charged that Mrs. Danielsen 
was not an understanding mother, 
and told the Judge’ that nothing 
he could do would punish the lad 
as much as his conscience would 
in the future. '

GOVERNMENT INCOME PASSED 
-$5,000,000,000 ON APRIL 21 


To Meet Roosevelt Estimate Addi- 
tional $1,300,000,000 Must Be 
‘ Collected by June 30. 

WASHINGTON, April. 23.-— The 
Federal Government’s income in 
the 1938 fiscal year passed $5,000,- 
000,000 this week. : 

A Treasury statement. today 
showed receipts for the fiscal year 
which began July 1, 1937, totaled 
$5,009,837,814.87 April 21. 

In his January budget message, 
President Roosevelt estimated re- 
ceipts for the entire 1938 fiscal 
year at about $6,300,000,000.

FLINT, Mich., April 23.—Homer 
Martin, president of the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 


sai dtonight that, although C I O 
unionists of the Buick and Chevro- 
jet plants of General Motors Cor- 
poration had voted to strike, there 
would be no strike or stoppages of 
work until grievance procedure has 
been exhausted. 

Close upon this statement, Wil- 
liam BE. Dowell, director of General 
Motors locala of the U A W, said 
corporation concessions relating to 
“preferred lists” of employes to be 
retained or called back to work 
after lay offs might make a strike 
unnecessary. 

A General Motors spokesman con- 
firmed Dowell’s announcement that 
the corporation had given .assur- 
ance that no abuses of such lists 
would be tolerated. f 

“We have a contract with Gen- 
eral Motors, and we will live up to 
it,” said Martin. “The U A W also 
has a constitution, and we will live 
up to it. That constitution -pro- 
vides there shall be no strikes or 
stoppages of work until grievance 
procedure has been exhausted, and 
there will be no strikes until that 
has been done.” 

20,000 Vote in Strike Referendum. 

Twenty thousand union mem- 
bers participated in the strike ref- 
erendum, which started Wednesday.

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Harvard College Scientist Re- 
ports Discovery of Dense 
Galaxies. - 


By the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, April 23.—Dis- 
covery of a new and extremely 
dense group of galaxies of stars 
which seem to throw the universe 
slightly out of balance was an- 
nounced today before the American 
Philosophical Society by Dr. Har- 


make the universe somewhat lop- 
sided, was recently found during a 
“patrol survey” of the heavens’ to 
determine the density of galaxies 
which lie far outside our own 
Milky Way, which also is a. galaxy 
of millions of stark. 

To understand the immensity of 
the spaces involved, the sun and 
earth would appear as two tiny 
specks on one of the arms of the 
Milky Way, which is spinning like 
a Fouth of July pinwheel. Around 
our own galaxy are many others, 
whirling about in the same way. 

Dr. Shapley and his assistant 
used the Milky Way as a flat plane, 
or reference point, and pointed 
their telescopes south of it to make 
a photographic survey of an area 
600,000 light years in extent near 
the South Galactic pole. A light 
year is the time light travels in a 
year moving at a speed of 186,000 
miles per’ second. 

The survey was made on the 
density of galaxies approximately 
10,000,000 light years from the earth. 
A uniform distribution of the 
galaxies was found over most of 
the area from the South Galactic 
pole upward toward the plane of the 
Milky Way. However, at one point 
near the South Galactic pole, den- 
sity of the galaxies was found to be 
eight times the normal! distribution, 
which was the new dense group and 
which appeared as a long streak 
through the area. 

Dr. Shapley declared that there 
is no apparent explanation for this 
clustering together of systems of 
stars. He added that a similar sur- 
vey will be undertaken near the 
North Galactic pole to determine 
whether a similar density situation 
exists. 

A theory of how such pinwheel 
galaxies are formed was offered 
before the society by Dr. Ernest W. 
Brown of Yale University. He said 
a possible explanation is that a 
group of stars near each other will 
group together in bars like two pen- 
cils lying together. ‘Then, he de- 
clared, the stars nearest the middle 
of the bars will begin to rotate fast- 
er than those near the ends, with 
the result being the formation of 
the pinwheel arrangement.

General Liberalization of 
State Body’s Policies, In- 
cludng Payment of 


Rents, Sought. 


The Social Planning Council’s re- 
lief committee, ‘n letters to mem- 
bers of the State Social Security 
Commission, made public yester- 
day, urges not only return to St. 


Louis of the $33,000 unspent bal- 
ance of the March relief allotment, 
but a general liberalization of the 
commission’s policies. 

The relief committeee, which has 
conducted a campaign for payment 
of relief rents, quotes the text of 
the Social. Security Law under 
which the commission functions, 
reminding members that.the law 
provides for relief allowances “suf- 
ficient to provide a reasonable sub- 
sistence compatible with decency 
and health.” 

Maximum allowances, defined in 
the law, are to include “sufficient 
food, clothing, shelter, medicine, 
and other necessary supplies or 
services,” the letters continue. 

Expansion of W P A employ- 
ment, with 31,436 persons employed 
at a cost of $1,949,156 for the month 
prior to April 19, has lightened the 
relief burden for the State, the let- 
ters point out, but for many months 
inadequate relief has been provided 
in St. Louis, - 

Some Rents Unpaid for 7 Months. 

“Who is bearing the burden?” the 
letters ask. “Much is borne by 
landlords, many of whom now have 
gone seven months without. rent, 
and who must pay taxes to the city 
and State and water licenses, even 
though no income comes to them. 

“Who else bears the burden? Rel- 
atives and friends, mostly all poor 
themselves, help the desperate cases 
to move from three rooms to two, 
from two rooms to one, lending or 
giving a few cents to help stall off 
the new landlord and movers. 

“This is only the economic prob- 
lem involved in the failure of St. 
Louig public relief program to 
meet the needs. 

.“In addition to the above finan- 
cial burdens there is the daily men- 
tal anguish on the part of many 
citizens forced to accept relief, who 
do not know what day their pos- 
sessions will be thrown on the 
street. 

“Furthermore, the crowding and 
jamming together of thousands of 
families in unsanitary and crowded 
quarters, coupled with the poor 
physical conditions of many, due 
to years of strain and undernour- 
ishment, creates a hazard, public 
danger and economic loss that can- 
not be expressed in exact figures of 
dollars and cents. 

State’s Responsibilities. 

“The State Social Security Com- 
mission has two _ responsibilities, 
as we see it— (1) to see that its 
funds are spent economically and 
properly, and (2) its chief concern 
should and must be the adequate 
care of those unfortunate vic 
tims of today’s conditiops, who are 
the wards of your commission and 
totally dependent on your actions. 

“The State was willing last fall 
to carry 60 per cent of St. Louis’ 
estimated needs. Due to the en- 
larged Federal program 60 per 
cent of the March, 1937, budget 
would have undoubtedly paid all 
urgent rent needs in March, 1938. 
Sixty per cent of $273,053 (March, 
1087, expenditures) would have al- 
lowed $30,000 for rents and supple- 
mentation, and April will be at 
least as favorable a month. 

“You will recall the Commission’s 
statement of April 6:, 

“The State Social Security Com- 
mission recognizes the fact that 
shelter is as much a necessity 
as food or clothing. If funds were 
availablé the Commission would 
gladly provide sufficient funds to 
cover the rent needs of those on 
relief. The funds are not avail- 
able to make such allotments.’ 

“With $33,000 allotted to St. Louis 
unspent in March, surely payments 
of rent can now be promptly au- 
thorized. 

“We respectfully urge your ap- 
proval of our request to add ‘the 
unspent $33,000 to the April allot- 
ment for St. Louis, and also to pro- 
vide a plan to liberalize your gen- 
eral policy as to rents and supple- 
mentation in-order that there may 
be provided funds, sufficient food, 
clothing, shelter, medicine and oth- 
er necessary supplies or services 
compatible with decency and health, 
as the statute’ provides.”

action of a Senate-House Confer- 
ence Committee in reconciling dif- 
ferences in separate bills passed 
by the two houses. 

' Senator Harrison (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, a member, forecast the joint 
committee would complete its work 
Monday. Yesterda,, the confer- 
efice' group agnmeed on a. modified 
form of the House-approved undis- 
tributed profits tax, which has 
been indorsed by Mr. Roosevelt, It 
also accepted with slight change 
a capital gains levy voted by the 
Senate and approved by business 
spokesmen. 


Speaker Bankhead asserted he ee 


was “greatly pleased” that the agree- 
ment had been reached and pre- 
dicted that the House would ap- 
prove the compromise. Predictions 
of Senate approval came from lead- 
ers in that chamber. 

Provision Agreed On. 

The committee approved a 
system under which all gains from 
assets held for 18 months and-less 
would be included in ordinary in- 
come subject to the applicable nor- 
mal and gurtax income rates. Gains 
from assets held from 18 months 
to two years would be taxed a flat 
rate of 20 per cent, and gains from 
assets held more than two years 
would be taxed 15 per cent. 

In many “cases, the flat rates on 
gains realized from assets held 
more. than 18 months would be less 
than the taxpayer would have to 
pay if the gains were included in 
his ordinary income and taxed at 
regular income tax rates. 

For the “little fellow,” however, 
the . Senate-House compromise 
agreement provides that taxpayers 
would be given the option of in- 
cluding 50 per cent of their capital 
gains in ordinary income for taxa- 
tion purposes, Thus, a taxpayer 
with an income small enough to 
pay 4 per cent. income tax rate 
would pay only that amount on 
one-half of his capital gains. For 
example, an unmarried person with 
a $1000 salary and $1000 of capital 
gains in one year, would pay ordi- 
nary income taxes on the $1000 
salary plus $500—50 per cent—of 
his. capital gains. 

Roosevelt Calls in Harrison. 

Harrison, leader of the Congres- 
sional fight to wipe out the undis- 
tributed profits levy, called .on the 
President at the latter’s invitation 


| today. Harrison declined to say 


what was discussed. 

There was speculation that, Roose- 
velt may have assured the Misgsis- 
sippian that he had no ill feeling 
as a result of the tax fight. Another 
possibility was that he asked for 
Harrison’s advice regarding the 
forthcoming tax exemption message. 

Interest centered on the tax ex- 
emption and monopoly messages, 
but usually well informed pergons 
predicted neither would recom- 
mend any immediate legislation. 

Commenting on reports that 
Roosevelt and Senator Borah (Rep.) 
Idaho, were in substantial agree- 
ment on the monopoly question, 
Bankhead mentioned that Borah 
was the author of a proposal to 
control monopoly through Federal 
licensing of corporations. 

Bankhead said that if the ques- 
tion of Federal licensing were 
aised, Congress would have to work 
its way through an entirely new 
field of legislation. Such legisla- 
tion probably would require thor- 
ough study, he added. 

The Two Messages.

Clarence Darrow’s personal library 
—some 2000 volumes—is being sold 
and dispersed, in keeping with the 
famous lawyer’s wishes. 

“Hig first idea,” said A. Kroch, 
book dealer and friend of Darrow, 
“was to present the library to some 
university, but later he decided, 
with Mrs, Darrow, that he wanted 
the people to have his books, pro- 
vided they could be sold at suffi- 
ciently low prices.” 

The libraty includes but little fic- 
tion, and that older works, especial- 
ly Russian novels.’ 

“The Russian literary expression 
appealed, strongly to Darrow’s na- 
ture,” Kroch said. “He was 
alarly fond of Tolstoy and 
nev.” 

Perhaps the most favored shelf 
was occupied by Sir James Frazer’s 
monumental study in anthropology, 
“The Golden Bough,” of which, 
Kroch related, Darrow said to him: 
“Seventy-five per cent of all my 
knowledge was gained from that 
work.” 

“He was a great student of Omar 
Khayyam,” Kroch continued, “and 
read every book he could find deal- 
ing with the Persian poet. He 
owned a large number of books 
about Negroes, for he was deeply 
interested in their welfare. He was 
interested in anything pertaining to 
the Darwinian theory. Books on 
criminology, sex problems and the 
labor movement naturally had a vi- 
tal place in his collection.” 

Books and pamphlets concerning 
prohibition were flanked by vol- 
umes of Havelock Ellis, Sigmund 
Freud, H. L. Mencken, David Hume, 
Samuel Butler, Karl Marx and Vol- 
taire.

FRANKLIN MEDAL WINNERS 
FOR 1938 ARE ANNOUNCED 


They Are Dr. William F. Durand, 
Stanford, and Dr. Charles 
A. Kraus, Brown. 
By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 23.—Dr. 
William F. Durand of Stanford 
University and Dr. Charles A. 
Kraus of Brown University have 
been selected to receive the 1938 
Franklin medal awards, the Frank- 
lin Institute announced today. The 
Franklin medal is awarded an- 
nually “to those workers in physical 
science or technology, without re- 
gard of country, whose efforts have 
done most to advance a knowledge 
of physical science or its applica- 
tion.” 

Dr. Durand, professor emeritus of 
mechanical engineering at Stanford, 
will receive the medal, the institute 
said, “in recognition of his notable 
achievement as pioneer in labora- 
tory research and theory of aero- 
nautics and of his contributions to 
the advancement of the theory and 
development of aircraft propellers.” 

The medal ig being awarded to 
Dr. Kraus, professor of ‘chemistry 
and director of research in chem- 
istry at Brown University “in rec- 
ognition of his valuable contribu- 
tions to the knowledge of reactions 
in liquid ammonia, of the chemical 
behavior of metals and the proper- 
ties of electrolytic solutions.” 

The awards will be made May 20, 
as part of a three-day celebration 
when the institute will be formally 
dedicated in honor of Benjamin 
Franklin.

WASHINGTON, April 23.—Indi- 
cations that American cities prob- 
ably have a vast market for new 
homes which has not been fully ex- 
ploited were seen today in a report 
mad¢ available to the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board by the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce. 

An intensive survey of the St. 
Louis market by Henry O. White- 
side, the chamber’s director of re- 
search, showed that apparently 
there were “at least 16,933 families 
in the Missouri metropolis ready to 
make down payments of $15,967,000 
to finance homes. Officials found 
nothing to indicate that a similar 
demand does not exist in other 
cities, because the St. Louis real 
estate market presented no out- 
standiing peculiarities. 

Whiteside, in concluding his sur- 
vey, advanced no reasons why this 
potential market had not been more 
thoroughly -exploited, but asked 
pointedly: “Is there a salesman in 
the (real estate) industry?” 

Based on Questionnaire. 

The St. Louis survey was based 
on a questionnaire mailed out to 
several thousand persons believed 
to constitute a “cross-section” of 
St. Louis’ population. After single

SHOWS NOTEWORTHY INCREASE | 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Residen- 
tial building has improved substan- 
tally during the last month after 
allowance for normal seasonal fac- 
tors. 

The Associated Press index of 
residential construction, adjusted 
for seasonal and building material 
cost chamges, has jumped from 41.8 
per cent of the 1929-30 average at 
the end of February—the low for 
the current recession—to 46.2 in the 
latest period, 

This 10 per cent increase, one of 
the sharpest in.recent years, is 
judged by analysts to have resulted 
mainly from the efforts being made 
by the administration to stimulate 
home construction, although’ favor- 
able weather is also a considera- 
tion. 

Mortgage money has been made 
available at more reasonable cost 
to the borrower. To stimulate bank 
participation in such a program, 
the Government has agreed to guar- 
antee up to 90 per cent. of certain 
loans, 

Another factor said to have 
helped stem the downward sweep

LL sentimentality and cynicism 
aside, there is probably no 
sound sweeter to. the ears of 
even the most modern young wom- 
an than the opening strains of the 
wedding march from “Lohengrin” 
when she is the bride and the right 
man awaits her at the altar. For 
all but the hardest-boiled, probably 
no word in our language summons 
up more romantic images than the 
two-syllable substantive, “wedding,” 
either in retrospect or anticipation. 
Sometimes in retrospect the images 
inspire the greater pleasure since 
they can then be separated from 
the anxiety over the arrangements 
which is bound to accompany the 
lest ceremony. To lessen that 
pores. fs by a detailed discussion of 
the preparations for, and procedure 
of, a correct wedding, no matter 
how formal or informal, is the pur- 
pose of this article. ? 

Since even the simplest e- 
ments take time, the wise bride will 
allow herself plenty of that—when 
the bridegroom, who generally has 
no conception of what is involved, 
can be made to co-operate by set- 
ting an approximate wedding date 
as far ahead as possible. After the 
wedding date is agreed upon, the 
next step is to decide on the type 
of ceremony. This is largely up to 
the bride, since it is she—or her 
family—who bears the expense. A 
wedding that ts $25,000 may be 
no more iaceiguadii than one which, 
including the bride’s linen and per- 
sonal trosseau, entails a budget of 
$500, and it is often not in as good 
taste. 

Whatever you do, don’t put on a 
show out of keeping with the posi- 
tion which your family occupies in 
the community. Don’t deplete the 
family coffers by a show that sets 
all the assembly wondering who's 
footing the bills. The fashionable 
procedure in St. Louis is to marry 
in church and meet guests after- 
ward at a large reception at home 
or aclub. But deviations from this 
procedure are many—all equally 
correct. The bride’s preferences 
are always the first consideration: 
this is her day. If you are to be 
married in church, speak for it im- 
mediately and engage the clergy- 
man to perform the . ceremony. 
Make stre the organist 1s available 
if you want him. Reserve the club 
or hotel for the reception, if nec- 
essary... Remember how many oth- 
er June brides will be seeking the 
same accommodations, and get 
these arrangements out of the way 
as early as possible.

A per- 
sonal trousseau may be as simple 
or as elaborate a8 your purse, in- 
clinations, your fiance’s tastes, and 
aa type of life you will, lead—on a 
Wyoming ranch or in London’s 
diplomatic circles—dictate. It is 
customary for a bride to provide 
herself with a wardrobe which will 
carry ,jher through an entire year, 
so that her new husband will be 
temporarily spared the expense of 
clothes.

Consistency is the keystone of 
any truly lovely wedding. The 
gowns of the bridesmaids must cor- 
respond in style and fabric to that 
of the bride although they general- 
ly are in colors different from 
hers. In most cases, unless it be 
an all-white wedding, the maid or 
matron of honor wears a color that 
differs slightly. from that of the 
other attendants. If you are buy- 
ing dresses readymade, it is wise 
to rely on the recommendations of 
salespersons who know from _ ex- 
perience what fabrics will best 
weather a sudden squall at a gar- 
den ceremony, which colors show 
up most effectively in a candle- 
lit cathedral, and ‘so on.

When buying the chop, choose a 
thick loin, and have the butcher 
take out the bone, cut off the tail, 
and cut the tender part info three 
pieces—the tenderloin will form one 
morsel, and the meat on the other 
side.of the bone should be cut into 
two other pieces. Rub with salt 
and pepper and brown along with 
the chicken livers and peeled whole 
mushrooms (also rubbed with salt 
and pepper) in a little butter. When 
well browned, skewer all onto a 
butcher’s long skewer (he will 
make you a present of as many 
skewers as you need) arranging a 
mushroom on each end, and alter- 
nating the livers with the pieces of 
lamb. Let the § finely-chopped 
chives and parsley stand in the 
melted butter for five minutes, add 
tabasco and a few grains of salt, 
and pour over the skewered meat, 
which has been placed on a hot 
plate, If you serve with this dish 
a salad made of a sliced tomato, 
and follow it with a dessert bought 
at a good bakery, you will have an 
extremely good dinner with very 
little trouble. 


MINCED SCALLOPS (for 1) 


One-quarter pound scallops. 

One teaspoon lemon juice. 

One tablespoon shortening. 

One slice onion (chopped). 

One slice green pepper (chopped). 

Three mushrooms. 

Two teaspoons flour. 

One-third cup canned tomatoes. 

One-quarter teaspoon chopped 

Breadcrumbs. 

Melted butter. 

Salt and pepper. 

Rinse scallops in cold water, and 
drop them into two cupfuls of boil- 
ing water to which have been add- 
ed one-half teaspoonful salt and 
lemon juice. Let boil until edges 


begin to split (about one minute). 
Drain, reserving one-fourth tea- 
spoonful of the water in which the 
scallops have been cooked. Melt 
one tablespoonful of shortening in 
a saucepan, add chopped onion and 
green pepper, and the mushrooms 
which have been peeled and sliced. 
Saute over a low fire until the 
vegetables are tender, then add 
flour, and when well blended, pour 
in one-fourth cup of the water in 
which scallops have been cooked, 
finely-chopped tomatoes, and pars- 
ley, and season with salt and pep- 
per. Let cook slowly for five min- 
utes. Add scallops cut in small 
pieces, and turn mixture into an 
extra-sized ramekin,; or into a 
scallop shell. Sprinkle with bread- 
erumbs, moisten with melted but- 
ter, and brown in a hot oven (400 
degrees F.). Serve with rice. In 
buying the mushrooms, buy  one- 
fourth pound, and use the remain- 
der next day for a mushroom ome- 
let, or make into a cup of musb- 
room soup.

Of50-Year-Old 
- Cooking Recipe 
Tells How Minced Clams 


on Toast Was_ Served 
by His Father. 


By George Rector 


HE other day a letter came 
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is before me now. It appeared in 
a little booklet with ever so many 
of my father’s specialties. This lit- 
tle booklet was published just 
about 50 years ago and was given 
to our patrons as a souvenir. The 
recipe goes like this: — 

“Open two dozen little neck 
clams and chop tolerably fine, using 
care to save all the liquor. Put 
into a pan with half an ounce of 
butter and season with red pepper 
and Worcestershire sauce. Stew 
for a few minutes and thicken with 
cream sauce, Serve on toast.” — 

This recipe is too brief, and I 
think it best to explain it more 
clearly. The clam juice or liquor 
should be used right down to the 
last drop. While the clams are 
cooking, put a cover on the pan. 
The cream sauce is rich, it is made 
with cream and not milk. A little 
more than a cupful of cream sauce 
is sufficient. The sauce should be 
the right consistency, not too thick 
or too thin. A tablespoon of Wor- 
cestershire and the clam juice 
mixed in with the cream will pro- 
duce a sort of brownish sauce. The 
toast is freshly made and that’s al- 
ways important. 

And there you are, Doctor. I've 
not only tried to describe this deli- 
cacy “blow by blow,” but have just 
finished cooking and eating minced 
clams on toast myself. It’s a swell 
dish. I hope we will both be en- 
joying the clams 50 years from now.

N this little Rector booklet is 
| a recipe for oystérs en brochette 

that sounds awfully good. Here 
it is: | 

“String six oysters on each metal 
skewer, using four skewers, and 
between each two oysters place a 
slice of bacon cut in edible size 
pieces. Place the oysters in a shal- 
low buttered pan under the broiler 
flame or in the oven. Pour a little 
melted butter over the oysters and 
while they are cooking, do a little 
basting. Season lightly with pep- 
per. When the edges of the oys- 
ters curl up, you will know they 
are cooked. Do not wait for the 
bacon to become crisp,.because the 
oysters will be overcooked.” 

A sauce goes with this dish and 
is made with the oyster liquor as 
the base. Put the oyster liquor in 
a pan with a teaspoon of very fine- 
ly chopped onions, one tablespoon 
of butter and one teaspoon of fine- 
ly chopped parsley. Season the 
sauce with one teaspoon of Harvey’s 
sauce. When the onions are cooked, 
add one cup of rich cream sauce 
and mix well. When the oysters 
are served pour this sauce over 
them. 

Perhaps right here, I had better 
tell you about that rich cream 
sauce, It is made by first melting 
one tablespoon of butter to which 
is added one tablespoon of flour. 
Stir well. Add one cup of tepid 
cream and cook over low heat, 
stirring all the time. The sauce 
will thicken and when it is the 
proper consistency, let it come once 
to a boil. There should be no lumps 
in the sauce because of the con- 
stant stirring.

OW, I might add right here that 
N if fresh crabmeat is not obtain- 

able, don’t let that deny you this 
dish because canned crabmeat can 
be used with particularly the same 
results. What I want to séll you is 
the idea of using curry powder for 
flavoring certain dishes. 

I have already given you in this 
column a standard recipe for French 
dressing; now comes one for may- 
onnaise: 

Four egg yolks. 

Three cups olive oil. 

Three-fourths cup vinegar. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon cayenne pep- 
per. 

One teaspoon dry mustard. 

Put into a fairly large chilled 
bowl four egg yolks, add the sea- 
sonings and mix well. Now the 
rest of the procedure is one of 
mixing, beating and more mixing, 
by first adding slowly a little oil, 
then a little vinegar and so on until 
the oi] and vinegar are all used. 

Did you ever try horseradish in 
mayonnaise? It’s wonderful. Just 


add one tablespoon of freshly grat- 


ed horseradish to one-half cup of 
mayonnaise. Mix well and then 
fold in one-half cup of whipped 
cream. This goes well with a meat 
salad. 

Mayonnaise Figaro is another de- 
licious combination. All you have 
to do is chop finely one tablespoon 
of chives and add them to one-half 
cup of mayonnaise, along with two 
tablespoons of tomato sauce,. and 
mix well,

Has someone fig- 
ured out the order in which cars 
are to be parked at the church so 
that members of the wedding party 
can get away quickly and reach the 
reception before guests? Have out- 
of-town relatives and bridal attend- 
ants a way of getting to and from 
places they are expectec? Has the 
bridegroom made it clear to his 
ushers exactly what they are to 
wear, down to the style of their 
socks, and the shade of gray of 
their gloves, if they are wearing 
morning coats? Their costumes 
must be absolutely uniform. Do 
they surely know the day and hour 
of rehearsal and that they are ex- 
pected at the scene of the ceremony 
a good hour beforehand?. Have 
they been given instructions about 
seating guests, on one side of the 
church or the other, depending on 
whether they are friends of the 
bride or bridegroom?

Have 
men been engaged to remove furni- 
ture from living rooms of the house 
which are to be open for the recep- 
tion? 

Are the families of bride and 
bridegroom agreed as to what kind 
of notice of the nuptials is to go to 
the papers, not only in the city, but 
elsewhere, if the families are suf- 
ficiently prominent? This is a step 
in the plans which can be a seri- 
ous stumbling block, if not fore- 
seen. A call from a society re- 
porter on the day of the wedding 
can throw a whole household into 
utter confusion. Has the bride 
made arrangements to be photo- 
graphed? If she does not care 
about having pictures of herself 
with her bridegroom or of her wed- 
ding party, she can as well get this 
duty out of the way several days 
before the wedding. Photographers 
have even been known_to go to the 

er’s and photograph the 
bride when she has the final fitting 
of her gown. 

Many small matters can be left 
to the best man, maid of honor, (if 
they are not strangers in town) 
and willing relatives. The best 
man, for instance, assumes the re- 


sponsibility for getting the heavy 


luggage of both the bride and bride- 
groom to the station, dock or air- 
port ahead of time, when they are 
leaving the city almost immediate- 
ly. If a hotel room has been en- 
gaged ahead of time, he sometimes 
registers for the pair, procures the 
key and delivers it to the bride- 
groom, so that they can slip incon- 
spicuously up a side elevator. An 
extra-thoughtful best man will see 
that flowers are arranged in the 
room. He can be relied on to drive 
the bride and bridegroom away 
from the reception if they prefer. 
His primary duty is to play nurse- 
maid to the bridegroom, get him to 
the ceremony on time, properly 
dressed, and in as heroic a frame of 
mind as can be synthetically creat- 
ed. He is the one who delivers to 
the presiding clergyman the fee 
which the bridegroom has entrusted 
to him.

ARRING mishaps, a wedding

ations have been made, should 
go off without a slip. To insure 
smoothness in the actual ceremony, 
however, a rehearsal a day or two 
ahead of time is indispensable. The 
minister and organist (or music- 
ions) should be present at this re- 
hearsal, Every member of the 
bridal party should attend, and the 
fewer kibitzers the better.

After the 
two mothers have been seated, no 
guests are permitted to come down 
the main aisle. The order of the 
bridal procession is as follows: 
Ushers, two by two; bridesmaids in 
pairs if the bride so chooses, other- 
wise singly; maid or matron of 
honor; flower girls or ring bear- 
ers; then, at a double distance, the 
bride on the arm of her father. 
Emily Post states that she is on 
his right arm. Many disagree with 
this dictum, citing the ancient ne- 
cessity for a man always to keep 
his right hand free to wield a 
weapon in protection of his lady, 
who was always on his left. Since 
there is dissension. on this delicate 
point, brides may do as they please. 

It is up to the maid of honor to 
relieve the bride of her bouquet 
when her hands must be free; to 
throw back or remove entirely the 
bride’s face veil if she wears one, 
and to straighten her train as she 
turns away from the minister on 
the arm of her husband.

HEN “Test Pilot” was. an- 
nounced for production and 
Clark Gable, Myrna Loy and 
Spencer Tracy were chosen as its 


stars, the long-patient movie audi- 
ence may have thought that this 
was just another case of the studio 
mixing up a box-office recipe. Cer- 


tainly no one expected the whizzing 
success that came of the project. 

Fhe picture at Loew's is more 
than just the appearance of several 
popular stars, more than just a 
story of the dangers to those men 
who try the wings and oiling sys- 


tems of new aircraft. Somewhere 
along the assembly line, it has 
picked up gripping, human drama. 
It is, so far, one of the three or 
four best pictures of 1938. 

Friends of Gable, Loy, Tracy 
and Lionel Barrymore will be re- 
warded by exceptional perform- 
ances of their favorites. Aviators 
will see some hope for the movies 
in the screen play’s good sense and 
fidelity to detail. Cameramen, 
amateur and professional, will 
envy the new approach to aerial 
photography. For the mass audi- 
ence, there is the breathless excite- 
ment of the stunt flying, the great 
vibration and roar of the sound 
track, the hearty laughter, the mo- 
ments of emotional stir. 

Careful to point out that the work 
of the test pilot is only an “experi- 
mental phase of flying” and bears 
only a laboratory relation to safe 
airplane transportation, the story is 
taken out of thin air by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Frank A. Wead, 
author of “Hell Divers,” “Ceiling 
Zero” and “Submarine D-1.” It is 
instructive as well as dramatic. 

The human problem itself is a 
different one, since it is not mere- 
ly intended to thrill. It is a prob- 
lem of man’s attempts to master 
the terrific speeds, strains and al- 
titudes for which Nature did not 
construct him. The odds are 
against the-hero of the drama and 
the screen play doesn’t gloss the 
matter over at all. Both Gable 
and Tracy, who are pilot and me- 
chanic, expect to be killed sooner 
or later. | Nag 

So when Gable makes a forced

Tracy is finished first himsel?, 
in the crash of an army bomber 
which is. realism perfected. The 
Academy prize actor’s performance 
is designed to get him as much 
sympathy as possible, which it does. 
He is excellent, especially in one 
speech to Miss Loy at Cleveland. 
In fact, his death seems to be anti- 
climax after that speech and after 
a pitiful scene affecting another 
aviator at the races. 

Here, perhaps, the production 
staff went a little overboard. 
Tracy's extinction seems hardly 
necessary and can be justified logi- 
cally only as punishment for throw- 
ing away his chewing-gum when 
he made his last flight, since on all 
previous occasions he stuck the wad 
on the side of the plane. Such 
superstitions, of which the movies 
are fond, are outworn as devices 
for atmosphere in this day and 
age. 
Miss Loy, who carries the major 
burden of dramatics all along, has 
the necessary individuality to be 
convincing. She is not the gay 
Mrs. Nick Charles this time but a 
university-educated farm girl who 
marries a member of a death bat- 
talion. Rooting for a Wichita team 
at a ball game, quarreling with 
Gable on her own front porch or 
telling him goodby before his 
flights, her sincerity is perfect. Her 
crying scenes are not up to that 
standard. 

Lionel Barrymore, Gregory Gaye 
and Gloria Holden, who once played 
Mme. Zola and is now an aviator’s 
widow at Cleveland, all do brilliant 


.work. And while performances are 


being neglected, Gable should not 
be neglected. Big Ears himself is 
superbly accurate as the type of 
man who does not understand him- 
self or what he means to others. 

Credit actors if you will, praise 
Director Victor Fleming or Author 
Wead, cut all the compliments in 
half, “Test Pilot” is- still an out- 
standing accomplishment, 

The picture runs two hours, which 
may be 20 minutes too much, and 
Loew's plays it single-bill.

HERE can be no doubt that 

Bette Davis has a wide range 

of ability, after her performance 
in “Jezebel” at the Fox. She can 
play anything she wants to and play 
it well. As a little snip in the New 
Orleans of 1852, she has an unfail- 
ing Southern accent and manner. 
She understands the character of 
a heartless coquette who will set 
her suitors to duelling without a 
qualm. And when she reforms, she 
reforms in grand style. 

Yet as for myself, I cannot be 
sure that she is well-cast in this 
instance. There is too much mem- 
ory lingering of her vivid perform- 
ances in “Of Human Bondage,” 
“Marked Woman” and the like. Her 
wickedness has been so definite in 
the past that even to see her dressed 
primly is something of a shock. 

“Jezebel,” which is no steal on 
“Gone With the Wind” but a self- 
respecting play written by Owen 
Davig some years ago, has a graphic 
quality of its own by dealing with 
a yellow fever epidemic in gay 
New Orleans. It will take a little 
of the edge off the forthcoming 
“Yellow Jack” as well as “Gone 
With the Wind,” if that much-ex- 
ploited character study is ever 
filmed. 


The picture at the Fox also has 
the advantage of the producing and 
directing genius of William Wyler, 
who brought forth “These Three,” 
“Dodsworth” and “Dead End.” In 
production value, it can stand with 
those other works. 


All acting is of high grade. Fay 
Bainter’s performance in support of 
Miss Davis is easily the most dis- 
tinguished aid given this year. 
George Brent, even if Irish by 
birth, is a true Southern blade and 
Henry Fonda makes as sturdy a 
stand as ever, Only fictional qual- 
ity to the film is in its detriment.

Britain’s Inconsistency. 


The attitude of the British Gov- 
ernment towards bombing from the 
air has exposed it to the charge of 
inconsistency, In 1933 it took the 
lead in a conference assembled at 
Geneva with the object of limiting 
aerial bombing to strictly military 
objectives. Yet it refused to pledge 
itself not to use it for police pur- 
poses in tribal areas. The defense 
of the Afghan frontier was what it 
had chiefly in view. The policing 
of the desert border of Iraq for the 


benefit of the Bagdad Effendi was 
another responsibility of the air 
force; a bomb or two dropped. on 
their recalcitrant tribes by an air- 
plane from Aden would help to ce- 
ment the friendship of the Sultans 
of the Hadramaut. 

The retention of bombing as a 
police measure has given an opén- 
ing to hostile critics to impeach 
British standards of international 
morality. It has been utilized to 
the full both in the Near and Far 
East, greatly to the ‘prejudice of 
British reputation. Has it been 
worth while to incur such risks? 

There is certainly little to show 
for it all. In any case, the effec- 
tiveness of the airplane as a 
weapon of offense against the 
frontier tribes is doubtful. The ma- 
t-rial damage caused by bombing 
in a proscribed area is not great; it 
is easily made good. Inconvenience 
is caused to tribesmen and their 
families, who have to huddle with 
their cattle in. caves till the storm 
is over, or they have to leave the 
area altogether; that is soon for- 
gotten. The toH of human life fs 
smzll. Bombing without warning 
would, of course, be more damag- 
ing, but except én big villages, 
which are :ot common in the fron- 
tier hills, the loss of life would not 
be serious.

the bombing of Bareeslona on March 16-17- 
18, I got a second-hand picture of horror 
from Capt. Baulu Gecrges, a young Pari- 
sian who had volunteered as a pilot in the 
Republican air force. Georges had just 
arrived from Barcelona after the ordeal of 
the bombings. and was Visibly shaken by the 
experience. 

As we sat sipping a drink on the terrace 
of the Cafe de la Gare, he told me that Bar- 
celona had been bombed 17 times in the pre- 
ceding 18 hours by bombs weighing from 60 
to 600 kilos (a kilo is a little more than two 
pounds), and that when he left there was no 
sign of a letup. As we talked, his eyes seemed 
unable to focus on anything but the horizon 
and, from time to time, he smilingly looked 
up at the skies, saying: “It is very tranquil 
here in Toulouse.” 

One of the bombs, he told me, had fallen 
through the glass roof of the French rail- 
road station in Barcelona into a waiting room 
packed with people, He said the raids came 

at such short ‘intervals that he had had no 
sleep for two nights, and the thunderous ex- 
plosions added to the terrific noise of anti- 
aircraft guns were nerve-racking. As though 

in apology, he showed me a paper showing he 
had been cited for heroism in action. 

Capt. Georges could not get two things out 
of his mind. One was the fact that his wife, 


who is expecting a child, was still in Bar. Lerida, the gateway of Catalonia, to 


celona and that his mission in leaving Spain 


was to “arrange for her departure. 


“No, she is very valiant.” The other pic 
ture that kept recurring to him was that of 
an old blind man he had encountered in a 
Barcelona boulevard just after the sirens had 
sounded an alarm. The old man was floun- 
dering helpléssly in a crowd. rushing toward 
refuge in a subway. Georges took him by 
the arm and -led him to safety. As they 
walked down the steps, the old man said: 
“IT may die today or it may be tomorrow.” 

I asked my acquaintance about the Hotel 
Colon, where I had expected to stay in Bar- 
celona, and he said it had been hit by two 
bombs and badly damaged, and | had better 
look for accommodation elsewhere. Would he 
advise me to go to Barcelona? “Oh yes, why 
not?” he said. “It is very interesting.” And 
he added a kindly pjece of advice: 
are caught in a raid, run to the middle of the 
street and lie down, press your fingers to 
your ears and open your mouth. [It is the 
best way to keep from being injured by con- 
cussion.”

After the earlier struggle Stalin 
waited less than six months before 
he moved, suddenly and dramat- 
ically, farther to the Left than Trot- 
sky had ever gone, He plunged the 
Soviet Union into its “iron age” of 
building factories and herding Rus- 
sia’s peasants into collective farms.

Stalin’s Course a Mystery. 
Which way will Stalin turn after 
his latest victory? Part of his 
strength is that no one knows. 
Many Russians expect a Commu- 
nist party congress before the end 
of the year. The last one was held 
in January, 1934, and the party con- 
stitution requires one to be held 
every thfee years. A party con- 
gress, even a year late, would clear 
up much of the mystery now sur- 
rounding Soviet politics, and would 
help to repair the damage done by 
the last two years to what used to 
be called by Bolsheviks their “mon- 
olithic party.” 

The Kremlin is thought to have 
décided that, before a congress may 
be held, it must concentrate on the 
reforging of a strong, united party. 
Its campaign has already started, 
on three fronts: to increase the 
party’s membership; to clean out 
the careerist elements which have 


slandering honest party workers; to 
tighten political education among 
Communists who have been ‘too 
busy with the five-year plans to re- 
member their Marxism and their 
Leninism. 

Party Admits New Members. 
The campaign to increase the 
party’s 2,000,000 membership al- 
ready has brought results. In No- 
vember, 1936, admission to the party 
was opened for the first time in 
nearly four years. By July, 1937, 
after eight months, only 12,373 new 
candidates had been accepted. In 
the next six months, however, 23.- 
451 candidates were admitted, and 
in last January, alone, 14,370 joined 
the party. 

These figures are still too low, ac- 
cording to a recent Central Com- 
mittee: decree, In the 15 months 
since November; 1936, more than 
200,000 workers, peasants and of- 
fice employes had. applied to be- 
‘come members. The Konsomols, or 
Young Communists, had recom- 
‘mended 110,000 of their members, 
of whom only 30,400 got even hear-

For more ‘than 200 years, the cardinal principle 
of British foreig has been the preservation 
of a free route through the Mediterranean to India. 
This route is called the lifeline of the British Em- 
pire. It explains the battle of Trafalgar, the ac- 
quisition of Malta and other intermediate points and; 
the Yortification of Gibraltar. It explains why Dis- 
raeli’s purchase of shares in the Sues Canal from 
the Khedive of Egypt was considered one of the 
most brilliant strokes of statesmanship in the nine- 
teenth century. 

Gibraltar was built, in 1704, at the entrance of 
the Mediterranean, and it was designed to dom- 
inate the narrow straits for all time. Indeed,. it 
has become the symbol of impregnability. Yet one 
of the by-products of the war in Spain is the ap- 
pearance in,the straits of huge guns of German 
manufacture, cunningly emplaced both in Spanish 
Morocco’and in Southern Spain. What does this 
portend in terms of British food supply, much of 
which. must pass the straits, in terms of British 
trade, in terms of the movement of warships? 

Off the east coast of Spain, in a commanding 
position in the Mediterranean, are the Balearic 
Islands. At Palma, on the island of Mallorca, the 
Italians have established an air base, from which 
planes have flown to attack Valencia, Barcelona 
and other seacoast towns. 

Under the terms of the recently concluded British- 
Italian agreement, Italy agrees to withdraw its troops 
and military establishment from the _ Balearic 
Islands, but, under threat of general war, what is 
to prevent reoccupation of the islands by Italy with 
the friendly permission of Gen. Franco? Such a 
reoccupation would make possible a deadly cam- 
paign against British shipping by airplanes and 
submarines. It would help'to make the Mediter- 
ranean what it seems to be fast becoming—an 
Italian lake. 

From the viewpoint of France, unfriendly occupa- 
tion of the Balearics is of equal or greater im- 
portance, for they could be used as a base to harass 
transport of colonial. troops from French posses- 
sions in Northern Africa, upon which France must | 
place dependence in any crisis. These troops, of 
course, played a notable part in the World War. 

A Franco victory in Spain means the encirclement 
of France by hostile Fascist Powers. It means that 
France has another frontier to defend. Historically, 
France has guarded against attacks from the North 
and East and its principal fortifications, including 
the recently completed Maginot Line, are designed to 
protect it from Germany. But a Franco victory 
means that the back door, so to speak, is open and, 
while it is true the Pyrenees form a natural for- 
tification, they are not proof against air attacks. 

As is shown in another article in this section 
today, Barcelona can be reached by air from Tou- 
louse in one hour and 40 minutes. The reverse, of 
course, is also true; a bomber from Barcelona 
could ‘reach Toulouse and its huge powder factory 
—safely located, it was once thought, far from the 


Franco victory must require the French to replan 
the. country’s defense, . : 

Much has been said’ of the German and Italian 
interest in Spain’s raw materials, but does it not 
seem likely that Hitler and Mussolini have been 
playing for far bigger stakes than that? Does it 
not seem likely that the strategic advantages against 
France and Britain that will follow a Franco vic- 
tory explain why the two dictators have been will- 
ing to pour vast quantities of men, money and 
materials into the Spanish war? 

On thfs tremendous investment they will naturally 
receive dividends. Willingly or unwillingly, Franco} 
must in any big war cast his lot with his benefac- 
tors. 
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HAPPY ENDING OF A TARIFF WAR. 

With men of good will conducting the negotia- 
tions on both sides, the long-standing feud between 
Ireland and England is rapidly nearing an end. The 
latest step toward a peaceful and permanent settle- 
ment is the trade agreement just reached at London, 
which promises to resolve numerous points of con- 
tention and to work to the benefit of both parties. 

The major achievement of the compact is to end 
the trade war that has raged across the Irish Sea 
since 1932. This was precipitated when the De 
Valera Government decided to withhold the pay- 
ments due Britain for purchase of lands by Irish 
purchasers, amounting to $15,000,000 a year. Par- 
Mament retaliated by placing a tariff on imports 
from the Irish Free State, and the latter responded 
in kind by imposing a levy on British goods. 

The usual consequences of a trade war were suf- 
fered, with Ireland the heavier loser. With the 
chief market for agricultural products shut off, an- 
nual production has fallen some $85,000,000 since 
the strife began. Manufacturing has been stimulat- 
ed, to the extent of $30,000,000 a year, in an ef 
fort to make the island self-sustaining, but the 
cost of creating new industries has been high. Ire- 
land’s experience has been common among the na- 
tions involved in the tariff wars that have been 
raging all over the world for the last decade. 

The two commonwealths need each other's prod- 
ucts, @iid now they are doing the sensible thing in 
getting together for a mutually profitable exchange. | 
Britain ordinarily buys about half of Ireland’s farm 
products, and sends manufactured goods in return. 
Irish agriculture has been in acute distress in re- 
cent years, while the British, on the other hand; 
have been worrying about their food problem in the 
event of war. 

The new agreement disposes of the land annuities 
dispute by providing that Eire shall spend an equiva- 
lent amount for defense.

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j ABOLISHING THE POORHOUSE. 

In the 1932 campaign for the old-age assistance 
amendment to the State Constitution, one of the 
most potent arguments used was that, if the amend- 
ment were passed, all the State’s poorhouses would 
be closed; further, that the expenses of the old-age 
assistance system would actually be less than th 
cost of operating poorhouses. 

One speaker said: “It costs pradtically 50 per cent 
less to, enable the aged poor to live-in quiet dignity 
and decency than to herd them in poorhouses and 
break their hearts.” So here was a chance both to’ 
save money and to abolish a hated institution, and 
the voters respondéd with a will. 

At the time, the State had 85 -poorhouses, housing 
about 3000 people, at an annual cost of $1,161,000, 
The State now has about 70,000 old-age pensioners, 
whose annual cost to the taxpayers is about $17,- 
000,000 annually—and it still has its podrhouses. 

But wait! In the National Municipal Review, 
William L. Bradshaw of the University of Missouri 
reports that at last one county poorhouse has been 
closed. It is in Worth County, the smallest in the 
State. Seven inmates, says Mr. Bradshaw, have been 
placed on the old-age assistance rolls and the eighth 
is. on direct relief. — '

America has entered stage of stationary population, says sociologist, as falling death 
rate is more than offset by dwindling births; sees change as‘a rational result of 
economic pressures, disregard of which would have brought on over-population, and 
ultimately war; change in age groups will necessitate broad business adjustments.

So 
far as this group is concerned, the entire 
growth of our population for a decade and 
a half has been more than wiped out. There 
are more than 1,600,000 fewer children un- 
der 10 now than there were five years ago, 
Evidently the striking change in our pop- 
ulation trend hag been accelerated in th 
past few years. ! | 
Many .of the most important conse 
quences of the change will reveal them- 
selves rather suddenly in the future. For 
instance, at about 1960, there will be 160,000 


T io vee are 600,000 fewer children under 


fewer brides and grooms walking up to the. 


altar each year than in 1955; there will be 
80,000 fewer homes .being established in 
which the children of the next generation 
are to be born: There will be a drop in the 
demand for baby carriages, nursing bottles, 
certified milk and obstetricians. 

And yet only a little while ago, students 
of the question were viewing with alarm 
the rapid increase of population in the 
United States and all over the world, and 
were warning of the dire consequences, 

Some persons could laugh this off by say- 


ing, “Well, I shan’t be here to see’ it—I ° 


should worry!” but those who looked a 
little closer were disturbed to discover that, 
if the people of the United States contin- 
ued to multiply as they were multiplying 
during that same decade, by the year 2000 
—a date that many of their children would 
live to see—this country would be worse 
crowded than China is today, and soon after 
the middle of the next century, we should 
have packed within our borders a popula- 
tion equal to that of the entire globe today. 


What has happened to upset so suddenly 
the “statistical regularity” which is sup- 
posed to prevail. among ijarge masses of 
humanity? Eastern peoples seem to be 
maintaining the prodigious rates of the 
nineteenth century. Japan is adding over 
1,000,000 a year to a population of about 
70,000,000. But Western Europe tells a very 
different story. 

Taking the figure 100 as representing a 
net reproduction rate just sufficient to 
maintain a stationary population, Kuczyn- 


ski discovers that the rate in all Western 


and Northern Hurope is about 93, and sur- 
prisingly enough, the figures for Germany 


- (89) and for England and Wales (88) are 


lower than those for France (93.7). Stated 
in simple language, this. means that in 
hardly one of the important countries of 
Northwestern Europe are the mothers of 
today bearing enough children to keep up 
the population, in the light of the existing 
hazards of death, celibacy and sterility. 

In the United States the figure stood 
at just about 100 in 1934, and it is* prob- 
able that this country also has already en- 
tered a stage of population decrease. 

At the beginning of the nineteenth tcen- 


tury, there was ‘an aggregate of about 750- 


000,000 people in the world. Allowing ‘a

At about the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, these two expedients came into an 
unprecedented conjunction through the dis- 
covery and opening up to exploitation of 
the Western Hemisphere and through the 
industrial and commercial revolutions, This 
extraordinary combination gave mankind as 
a whole a chance it had never had before. 

But even this prodigal shower of biess- 
ings could not keep pace with man’s re- 
productive tendencies, If the rate of pop- 
ulation growth was to continue it required 
that new continents should be periodically 
discovered, and epoch-making scientific dis- 
coveries should bloom perennially.

It appears, therefore, that a marked dim- 
inution in the rate of population growth 
was not only salutary and welcome, but 
was a positive physical and mathematical 
necessity. If no human method had been 
available, we should have been compelled 
to submit to nature’s method—control by 
death. The vision of the consequences is 
terrifying. With the incidence of death by 
disease and disaster minimized*.by the 
achievements of medical and preventive 
science, there would have been no alterna- 
tive to death by violence—purposive, delib- 
erate, managed death. The World War was 
more than a boundary between two eras.

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Insecure Social Security

S the years go by and we see the social 
A security system in operation, it is more 
than ever clear that the reserve plan of 
financing old-age pensions is fallacious and 
dangerous. The theory today is to ta 
wages and payrolls and so build up 4 vast 
reserve of funds to meet the future cost 
of pensions. But the practice is to levy 
these taxes and spend the revenues to pay 
budget deficits. Technically, the law is be- 
ing complied with. The trouble is with 
law itself. 

Arthur A. Ballantyne, former Under-See 
retary of the Treasury, expressed the point 
forcibly in a recent address to the Ameri 
can Association for Social Security. The 
accumulation of a reserve invested in bonds, 
he said, is “unnecessary, ineffective and 
most dangerous.” 

“The straightforward ‘way to. deal with 
old-age benefit payments,” Mr. Ballantyne 
said, “is to pay them as we go along, out 
of current receipts, carefully keeping the 
payroll taxes for actual use for the object 
for which they are intended. The fiction 
of the great reserve, which actually operates 
to finance deficits and to build up an !- 
lusory factor of safety, should be frankly 
abandoned.” 

Congress has been slow to reconsider this 
phase of the Social Security Act of 1935. It 
should revise the financial side of this 
measure, at least in time to forestall an in- 
crease in the rate of taxes on workmen and 
employers. 

These taxes have been a factor in a& 
centuating depression because they have 
taken so much purchasing power away 
from workers certain to spend the money 
promptly. We cannot afford to keep up the 
fiction of.a vast reserve behind the social

Change in His Belief. 
Debating while a student at Cor- 
nell College, Mount Vernon, Ia., was 
the first step in his change of re- 
ligious belief, the Bishop related to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter.

A predecessor as Bishop of Salt 
Lake interested him in the priest- 
hood, whereupon he went to a Cali- 
fornia seminary in 1916.- His first 
three years as a priest were spent 
as assistant to the rector of the 
Cathedral of the Madeline, Salt 
Lake City, and in missionary work 
at Vernal, Utah. For the next sev- 
en years he had charge of the ca- 
thedral parish and edited the offi- 
cial diocesan paper. He became a 
papal chamberlain and a Monsig- 
nor. 

His radio talks and activity with

Roosevelt, the author states, de- 
liberately placed this country in an 
unneutral position when he pro- 
claimed that we stand with En- 
gland and France against Japan, 
Germany, and Italy.

It is the task of Congress, the 
writer believes, to recall this coyn- 
try to the path of neutrality. If 
we are to keep out of war, Con- 
gress must legislate measures that 
will serve to recall our nationals 
from all war zones, that will 
make travel and trade in war 
zones the personal risk of the 
traveler and trader, and that will 
stop all trade with’ belligerents in 
the implements of war. 

The second writer has gone a 
step further. Proposing complete 
economic and political isolation as 
a national policy, he submits a 
program based on “safe and sane 
American nationalism” which would 
insulate this country from Eu- 
ropean economics and politics, 
“Mind your own business,” he 
urges. That is the Eleventh Com- 
mandment. Specifically, don’t buy 
from Europe and don’t sell to Eu- 
rope. For its protection, America 
must develop economic self-suffi- 
ciency. Only through isolation can 
neutrality be attained.

WOMAN ON HORSEBACK, the Biography 
of Francisco Lopez and Eliza Lynch. By 


William E. Barrett. (Frederick A. Stokes 
Co., New York.) 


N the day that John Wilkes 

Booth shot Abraham Lincoln 

in Washington, Francisco So- 
lano Lopez, President-dictator of 
Paraguay, started a war which, for 
sheer ferocity, still stands unparal- 
leled in history. At the beginning, 
Paraguay had a population of 1,- 
337,489; at the end, 28,746 males sur- 
vived along with 106,000 women and 
86,079 infants—220,825 in all—and 
the army had corporals and ser- 
geants 11 and 12 years old. Lopez 
envisioned an empire of all South 
America. He dared to play Napo- 
leon in that field against two 
powerful neighbors, Brazil and Ar- 
gentina, with Uruguay cast into the 
balance against him for good meas- 
ure, He had the best and biggest 
army and a great war chest. It is 
only just to say that if his politi- 
cal judgment had been as good as 
his military, he might have made 
his dream come true. 


With Lopez stood one of the 
world's most remarkable women, 
Eliza Lynch, Irish-born, the cast- 
off wife of a Frenchman, the aban- 
doned mistress of a Russian, and 
lastly and forever after the unwed 
consort, mother of his sons and 
‘comrade in the field of the great 
Paraguayan — the “Woman on 
Horseback” of William E. Barrett’s 
new book about Lopez. 

Lopez was a dictator—a torturer 
and butcher. He was feared by his 
people, but it does not appear that 
he was hated. He walked without 
thought of assassination. No taster 
tried his food for poison. While 
many died by firing squad for 
treason, thousands charged to their 
death in battle at his word. When 
he was driven to a hole in the hills 
with only 60 followers, ten thou- 
-sand still sought him out, asking 
only to be led again against the 
enemy, He fell fighting. “I die 
with my country!” he cried: and 
his prime responsibility for the wel- 
ter of blood cannot gainsay him 
greatness. Patriot or villain? The 
verdiet would have been favorable 
had he succeeded. 

Barrett's manner is more that of 
the story-teller than the historian, 
yet he has documented every sub- 
stantial detall and explained his in- 
terpretation in every case where 
source material is in conflict. There 
is reason to suppose he has given a 
complete and fairl .

.\Donegal. “Donegal,” he says, “is 
the real heart of Ireland, though 
‘tis in its high shoulder.” The au- 
thor remembers poaching on. the 
estate of a Marquis, and getting 
caught at it, quaking and panting 
like a trapped hare. While he was 
seeking his father’s sheep in the 
mountains, the little folk—the fal- 
ries—stnt their mists swirling about 
him so that he lost his way. He 
inadvertently stumbled upon a po- 
teen still just as the “peelers” (rural 
constabulary) were raiding it, and 
was their only captive. Stricken 
with terror as he was led to the 
village, he was somewhat consoled 
by gathering citizens who ironically 
congratulated the “peelers” on their 
prowess in bagging one small and 
weeping gossoon. 


The country folk flocked to the 
county fair, and it was here that 
the author managed to assuage his 
hunger for books by snatching the 
perusal of a page or two at a time 
at the chapbook stall. He had no 
money for even the cheapest books. 
But the knowledge of folklore, that 
proved such an inexhaustible mine 
in the writing of his numerous 
books, came principally from the 


fireside tales of visiting neighbors 
and wandering beggars who were 
never denied a place at the, 

or_a seat at the table. The lad’s 
family was poor, but hard labor 
bestowed upon boiled potatoes, 
dipped in salt, “a glory that the 
King of Spain with all his gold 
couldn’t bribe for his banquet,” 


Then eame the opportunity to 
attend school a few miles away. 
To the lad it seemed like venturing 
into a far and unknown iand. 
Nevertheless, he persisted, and be- 
gan writing verses which the news- 
papers published. He lost a coveted 
post as Master of Glen Cuach 
School because he dared (this 
was in the days of Queen Victoria) 
to teach the glories of Irish his- 
tory and literature. Amazingly 
enough, he next found himself in 
America as an agent of the French 
Government, exploring the possibil- 
ities of raising an Irish-American 
army for an attack on Britain. The 
war did not break, but the Done- 
gal minstrel’s trip was not in vain. 
Magazine editors began to bid for 
his stories and poems; he-soon be- 
came famous and moderately 
wealthy. 

Mr. McManus’ autobiography is 
written in beautiful Gaelic cadences 
and is marked with richness and 
variety. Song, story, anecdote, and 
legend flow with limpid effortless- 
ness. In many ways the book is 
comparable with Maurice O’Sulli- 
van’s “Twenty Years A-Growing.”

Gave Cherokees 
An Alphabet 


SEQUOYAH. By Grant Foreman. (University 
of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Okla.) 


HE white men were able to 

communicate at distances with 

“talking leaves,” bits of paper 
or wood with markings upon them; 
the Cherokee Indians depended 
upon contactual communication, 
and could perpetuate their laws and 
customs only by memorization. Se- 
quoyah, son of a white father and 
Cherokee mother, who neither 
spoke nor wrote English, but real- 
ized the advantages of writing, de- 
cided to remedy the situation. The 
English alphabet was not adaptable 
to the Cherokee tanguage; so Se- 
quoyah, despite the handicaps of 
illiteracy, ridicule, and charges of 
witchcraft by fellow tribesmen, in- 
vented an alphabet of 86 charac- 
ters that adequately represented 
Cherokee lingual sounds. It could 
be learned in three months, al- 
though he spent 12 years perfect- 
ing it. 

* * 

It was, and remains, the only. 
complete, workable alphabet creat- 
ed out of hand, so Grant Foreman 
is surely justified in calling Se 
quoyah a genius. The account of 
that invention is given here, to- 
gether with information about the 
inventor. Born in a Cherokee yil- 
lage in Tennessee, Sequoyah was 
known in English as George Guess 
of Gist. Foreman, who believes his 
father was Nathaniel Gist, friend 
of George Washington an# emis- 
sary to the Cherokees, traces his 
career as a soldier against the 
Creek Indians during the War of 
1812, his emigration with part of 
the tribe to Arkansas and later to 
Oklahoma, and his final removal to 
join the Cherokees in Mexico, where 
aa died about 1844, about 80 years

Sequoyah’s personality is also de- 
scribed, largely through the ac- 
counts of contemporaries. He was 
a philosopher, painter, tribal coun- 
selor, and capable silversmith. Be- 
sides hig alphabet, he invented nu- 
merals that enabled him to count 
to a million. Previously the Chero- 
kees had only mental numerals, up

The basement of the Clinical Hos- 
pital reeks with chemicals. Here 
on the tile floor were the still-un- 
claimed bodies of air raid victims, 
in rows. The bodies were mostly 
shapeless masses, some of them so 
badly burned as no longer to re- 
semble human forms. I noticed a 
tall, powerfully built figure dressed 
in blue workmen’s blouse and 
trousers, and the body of a young 
girl, clothed in black, the pallor of 
her face relieved by a narrow 
streak of blood that ran from.her 
mouth across her cheek. There was 
the body of a man who had been 
operated on in vain; his splinted 
and bandage@d arm pointed eerily 
to the ceiling. In one corner were 
two little girls about 6 and 8; the 
arm of the older outstretched, as 
though protectively, over the head 
of the other. , 

Here, in this reeking morgue, was 
the ultimate fruit of the air raids. 
Technique of Bombing. 

The technique of bombing from 
the air, as Col. Stephen Ogden 
Fuqua, American military observer 
in Barcelona, is doubtless report- 
ing to our War Department, has 
made noteworthy progress in re- 
cent years. While Col. Fuqua was 
quietly pursuing his studies of this 
branch of science recently, his of- 
fice became a practical laboratory, 
for the concussion of a bomb that 
fell nearby blew the Colonel out 
of his chair. It is not yet known 
whether the Colonel was able to 
make any exact calculations from 
this experience, although another 
man I’ met, who was lying flat on 
the sidewalk during a raid, figured 
he was lifted four feet in the air. 
And a sailor on a British ship in 
Tarragona was doing nothing more 
harmful than meandering along the 
deck when a bomb’s concussion 
tossed him over the rail and into 
the water. The sailor, not being of 
a scientific turn of mind, expressed 
his conclusions thus: *!@”!!!! and 
a couple of blankety blanks. 

In order to give warning to the 
population of an impending air raid, 
as well as to put the anti-aircraft 
batteries into operation, the author- 
ities at Barcelona have been com- 
pelied to rely on sight and sound. 
Yet both sight and sound have 
failed in daylight raids, as well as 
those at night, and often the first 
warning of a raid has been the 
dropping of the initial bomb. This

Ex-New York City Taxi Drivers. 

Hy and Dave blew in one morn- 
ing to enjoy the breakfast hospi- 
tality of the Hotel Majestic, con- 
sisting of one demi-tasse of black 
coffee and a hunk of black bread. 
They had just come from the front 
to pick up supplies in Barcelona 
for the International Brigade. They 
were bearded and filthy, but very 
cheerful in the prospect of.a shave 
and a bath, a change of clothing 
and the exquisite pleasure of puff- 
ing an American cigarette. (The 
combat troops are smoking grass 
and tea.) Hy said he hailed from 
Coney Island and Dave came from 
around the do¢ks and both were 
ex-New York taxicab drivers. 


Hy and Dave were avid for news 
of the world, wondering what, if 
anything, France, Great Britain and 
the United States were going to do 
to save the Spanish Republic. In 
default of that, to use their idiom, 
it looked like curtains. 

They described the terrific push 
of the Fascist forces on the Ara- 
gon front and the enormous num- 
bers of tanks, big guns and air- 
planes that were being . used 
against the Loyalist troops. It 
was, in their minds, not a question 
of man power—Dave said, “Give us 
one man to their two and an even 
break in materials and we'll go to 
town.” Hy said, “We need 100 air- 
planes and need them quickly.” 
They both agreed that the air- 
plane was playing the decisive fac- 
tor at this stage of the war. 

Hy and Dave said that the Inter- 
national Brigade had been at the 
front for as long as four months 
at a time, in contrast to the World 
War practice of relieving troops 
after two or three weeks in the 
lines, and that the nervous ex- 
haustion was too much for human 
beings to bear. Particularly nerve- 
racking was the constant machine- 
gun fire from planes flying at alti- 
tudes loW enotigh, said Dave, to 
throw hand grenades at them. But 
hand grenades and rifles are no 
protection and hour after hour, day 
after day, squadrons of planés fly- 
ing from alj directions and pump- 
ing bullets into the backs of men’s 
necks will wreck the morale of the 
stoutest troops. 

Hy said he no longer was capable 
of undisturbed sleep. “When I 
hear the sound of a motor--any 
kind of motor—at night, I have to 
strain my ears until I identify what 


past 
trucks loaded with troops and cart- 
cases. 

We roared through the narrow 
streets of Hospitalet—Little Hos- 
pital. “This place was bombed-yes- 
terday,” said my companion. 
Beyond the road was less crowded. 
We came upon a frame of a burned 
car which had been machine- 
gunned a ‘few days before and, a 
little farther on, saw a truck on 
which was mounted an anti-air- 
craft gun, the ‘only sign we had 
thus far seen of a defense of this 
harried road, toward which the 
Fascists were moving in an attempt 
to get to the sea. 

In a few minutes, at a place 
where the plane trees arched thick- 
ly over the road, we came upon a 
concentration of military trucks 
filled with men resting and having 
a bite to eat. 

Hardly a House Intact. 

Then Tortosa. A more depress- 
ing sight could hardly be imagined. 
Here had been a lovely city of more 
than 35,000 population which had 
been subjected to such an intense 
bombardment for a month that 
hardly a house remained intact. 
The inhabitants who had not been 
killed had fled. I saw one old man 
making his way through the ruins, 
an old woman and a boy, and these 
were the only civilians I saw. W® 
crossed the bridge over the Ebro, 
since blown up by retreating loyal- 
ists, but at that time untouched, 
though all of the houses around it 
on both sides of the river had been 
pulverized. 

Asleep Under the Sun. 

We stopped for gas and oil at 
@ military depot on the outskirts 
of town and found truckloads of 
soldiers who had just returned 
from the front, which was at that 
time about 15 or 20 miles away. 
Many of them lay dead asleep in 
the trucks in apparent oblivion to 
the hot sun which beat down upon 
them. Others, in ragged uniforms, 
dusty and dirty, sat around in the 
shade of the trees as the trucks 
were fueled. I ‘noticed one chap who 
sat with his blanket roll, a suitcase 
and a child’s tricycle, of which the 
seat was wrapped in tissue paper 
as though it had just been pur- 
chased at a store. 

Two days-_had elapsed since the 
last bombing. Across the road was 
a freshly-made shell crater, which

Although the report is only just now being 
published, Dr. Rhine has been studying pre- 
cognition, as he calls it, since 1933. He ap- 
parently waited until now to start publish- 
ing his results in order to be sure of his 
facts and to wait for supporters to come to 
his aid in the controversy stirred up by his 
studies of telepathy and clairvoyance. His 
critics among psychologists have maintained 
that his previous studies were in error be- 
cause they were mathematically unsound. 
But now prominent mathemeticians have 
come to Dr. Rhine's defense, saying that his 


least, Dr. Rhine is ready to go ahead with 
periodic reports on what he has found out 
about ability of some persons to tell in 
advance what is going to happen. 

He tested them in his parapsychology 
laboratory at Durham, North Carolina, with 
decks of cards, not ordinary playing cards, 
but extra-sensory perception (ESP) decks of 
25 cards marked with a circle, a rectangle, 
@ plus mark, a star or wavy lines. The 
card-quessing game was necessary because 
that is the best method found by the Duke 
investigators to measure extra-sensory per-

ception for check-up by standard formula. 
Forty-nine persons: who had previously 
demonstrated perception outside the senses 


—"extra sensory”— were asked to predict 


how cards would appear after a deck was 
cut or shuffled. They proved to Dr. Rhine's 
satisfaction that they could foretell the fu- 
ture by guessing correctly the order in 
which the cards would appear far more ac- 
curctely than mere chance would allow. 
Fully aware that what satisfied him may 
not satisfy others, Dr. Rhine said about his 
research: “The reader is not asked to 
believe it; but he is earnestly invited to 
consider it. If he cannot himself help to 
test these hypotheses, or offer constructive 
suggestions for better test procedures, he 
should await the further repetition of those 
who can. The truth must come ultimately 
from the laboratories, not from public dispu- 
tation. In brief, less speculation, more ex- 
periment!” ; 

He began his own experimenting, he said, 
because there had been no convincing scien- 
tific study and verdict on prophecy. in spite 
of the widespread popular belief in it. “Tt 
is true, of course, that scientific thought in 
general would tend to discourage belief in 
precognition, but likewise would it at dif- 
ferent stages of the history of science have 
discouraged belief in most of the important 


subsequent scientific discoveries,” he wrote. 

“It is therefore a question for scientific 
consideration if only in the interest of social 
enlightenment and mass mental hygiene. 
The mere remote possibility of the oc- 
currence of precognition is serious enough 
to fire the dullest imagination.”

ND having been imaginative enough 
A to undertake study of clairvoyance, 
he felt he had to go on with a study 
of prophecy, since the two subjects have 
always been intimately associated. He felt 
he had proved there was some possibility 
of the existence of second sight, therefore he 
felt justified in studying precognition in the 
laboratory. 7 
He began in December, 1933, and has con- 


tinued the study down to the present. A 


young man who had had remarkable suc 
cess in the earlier experiments in extra-sen- 
sory perception was asked to try to predict 
the order of a pack'of cards as it would be 
after shuffling. He wrote a list of 25 card 
symbols as he thought they would appear, 
then cut the pack of cards five times in ran- 
dom fashion. Working alone, he roan 
through the deck 106 times. His average 
score was 7.) hits per run of 25. This was 
significant because the law of chance would 
have given him only five hits out of 25. 


Then five other persons experienced in 
extra-sensory perception testis were eén- 
couraged to play the new variation on the 
old Duke card game, except that they were 
asked to record their quesses, then shuffle 
the pack, instead of cutting it. All but one 
obtained, significant scores, that is, better 
than chance would allow. Three of the six 
persons in this preliminary testing. incident- 
ally, were graduate assisiants in the 
psychology department at Duke. 

The next step was to introduce an ob- 
server into the situation, instead of allowing 
each subject to work alone. Dr. Hhine be- 
came the observer. He cut a pack of cards 
and the first young man whose score had 
been significant recorded 25 predictions—his 
quesses of the future order of the 25 cards. 
The subject made five random cuts in the 
deck with the cards still face down. They 
were turned over one by one and compared 
with the prediction. The score again was 
beyond the realm of chance. 

After that further tests were made involv- 
ing various methods of cutting and shuffling 
cards, but it soon became apparent that it 
did not matter whether the cards were cut 
or shuffled or just how the shuffling was 
done—the scores with these superior 
“guinea pigs” were still better than mere 
guesswork. 

Just to make sure that the first six tests 
weren't accidents, three other persons who 
had demonstrated ability at clairvoyance 
and telepathy were tested at prophecy. 
Their scores, too, were termed “highly sig- 
nificant.” 

Convinced by these preliminary tests, the 
Duke parapsychology department began a 
large-scale experiment. Forty-nine subjects 
were selected, all normal persons. Thirty- 
two of them were children chosen from a 
grade school on the basis of superiority in 
earlier ESP tests. Nine were students ai 
Duke University who had also shown 
marked extra-sensory perception ability. 
One was a professional medium, three were 
housewives and one a city engineer, Part

wrote down the symbols or called them 
orally to a recorder. After the calls. were 
written down, the pack of cards was shuj- 
fled and checked against the record of the 
guesser's predictions. 

In spite of these precautions, there was 
one very disturbing element, Dr. Rhine ad- 
mitted. The more the precautions the lower 
the scores, that is, when the experimenter 
took over the card shuffling, scores dropped. 
But there are other possible explanations for 
the decline, he asserted. One is that some 
subjects believed they were helped in some 
mysterious fashion by contact with the cards, 
and liked to be allowed to shuffle the pack. 
They didn't know why holding the cards 
face down helped them guess beiter; they 
only knew that it did. 

“The results are sufficiently peculiar not 
to be due to chance,” Dr. Rhine asserted. 
“It might be said with equally good ground 
that sensory cues were not guiding the sub- 
ject in making his calls, since sensory cues 
of future events are not conceivable. 

“lf the experiments were conducted prop- 
erly and the results handled with due care, 
there is no alternative to the conclusion that 
extra-chance pre-shuffling calling of card or-

EFORE good citizens in 

San Francisco had re- 

gained control of their 

city, Abe Ruef came to 

power and created a 

political Frankenstein 

that first poured the pub- 

lic’s gold into his private 

coffers, then cast him in 

~ prison, stripping from 
him not only honor, which he despised, but 
wealth, a thing he loved. An inventory of 
his estate filed last month disclosed that 
assets were wiped out by debts of $100,000. 

To account logically for the amazing rise 
of Ruef, it must be recalled that San Fran- 
cisco was “Big Town” when the rest of the 
West Coast was rancho, mining camp and 
desert. Money was cheap, as cheap as life, 
and both were held lightly by the early 
residents of this thriving seaport. who tol- 
erated a district so shameless for squander- 
ing sailors, world travelers, gold miners and 
profligates, that the morality of the world is 
shocked in retrospect. 

No product of the Barbary Coast or slums 
was Abe Ruef. At his trial for extortion— 
after the rats he had placed in office had 
bared their teeth at him from the witness 
stand—no plea was made to the jury that 
he was a product of evil enVironment, tu- 
tored only in the Fagin-staffed school of 
machine politics. 

Ruef, son of honorable parents, attended 
the University of California, winning reputa- 
tion there as a liberal-minded idealistic 
student, happily endowed with wit and 
imagination. : 

He began as a lawyer, and a good one. 
His practice grew, but was not lucrative as 
the young honor graduate had expected. 
His opportunity, in the form of a bitter strike 
lost by labor, came in the door and his 
idealism flew out the window. A teamsters’ 
walkout had fallen short of its objective; la- 
bor, disgruntled, dissatisfied with its leader- 
ship, blamed intervention by city officials. 
Ruef struck while the iron was hot, and or- 
ganized almost single handed the independ. 
ent “Union Labor Party.” later referred to 
as the Workingman’s Party. 

Ruef, who never held or sought political 
office, guided politically by instinct alone, 
thereby created with his bare hands a mon- 
ster that kept the feet of his hirelings on 
public desks and their hands in public 
pockets for nearly eight years. The lion's

Heedless Republicans had turned down 
Ruef‘s offer of labor support before he or- 
ganized it as an independent faction, and 
old line Democrats never heard of him. They 
were astounded in 1901 when the Working- 
man’s candidate for Mayor was elected. 
The new Mayor was Eugene E. Schmitz, 
a black-bearded orchestra leader at a down- 
town theater, other qualifications unknown. 
“When he was elected every burglar alarm 
in town went off,” a sage later remarked.

The boodling went on without re- 
straint, the boodlers undisturbed by whisper- 
ing campaigns among honest citizens and 
hints of grand jury investigations. The cor- 
ruption was completely over-shadowed by 
the 1906 earthquake. Mayor Schmitz almost 
justified his existence by his surprising com- 
petence in the emergency. He personally 
directed reconstruction committees, exhaust- 
ing himself physically at the task. Mayor 
Schmitz’s relief lines received his personal 
attention; he provided shelter for the home- 
less. . 

But as soon as the paint was dry on the 
newly erected houses, the “paint eaters” got 
busy again. Before distracted citizens were 
able to direct attention to public business,

The Acting Mayor, a 
cog in the Ruef machine, with characteristic 
gall ordered the removal of District Attorney 
William H. Langdon, who had armed Heney 
with authority by appointing him as assist- 
ant. Then Ruef was appointed to succeed 
Langdon. It was as simple as that to stop 
the grand jury investigation, although the 
jury remained in session, idly waiting for 
Ruef to bring in evidence against Ruef. 
Schmitz, violinist-Mayor, returned from Eu- 
rope to have a good laugh with his boss. 


Later Langdon was restored to office when’

URING Ruef's extortion trial, Heney 
was shot, and gravely wounded.

acted for others. Unbiased conclusions, how- 
ever, were that Haas was driven by a 
grudge. He had sought excuse from serv- 
ice when summoned to act as juror in the 
Ruef case, because years before he had 
served a term in prison for embezzlement, 
and had lived it down. The trial Judge 
thought that Heney would strike him off be 
cause both Haas and Ruef were Jewish. 

Instead, the prosecutor disqualified him 
by recalling the prison stripes, and flaming 
with chagrin and humiliation Haas left the 
courtroom. After months of brooding he 
came back, drew a pistol and shot Heney 
at counsel table. He effectively quieted 
lynch talk, by ending his life several days 
later in his cell. 

The echo of his shots hardly had died 
away when Ruej's Chief of Police, William 
J. Biggy, disappeared in the bay on his re 
turn from @ launch trip to Oakland. where 
he had told a friend he intended to resign. 
Three years later, William Murphy, driver 
of the launch, went mad, shouted again and 
egain: “I don't know who did it, but ! 
swear I didn’t.” 

Heney was succeeded as graft prosecutor 
by Hiram Johnson, who went on to the 
United States Senate. Later Heney was de- 
feated for District Attorney by Charles M. 
Fickert, who went down in history as the 
man who prosecuted Tom Mooney. Ruef 
went to San Quentin in 1911, came out in 
1915, and lived, hook or crook, by dealing 
in promotions and real estate until 1936. 
There still were thousands of dollars in his 
name—but the debts of $100,000 liquidated 
the assets. Abe Rue{, boodler extraordinary. 
died broke. Mayor Schmitz was tried, and 
acquitted when Gallagher failed to appear.

visor and died in 1928, shorn of his power.

But the bill, the agents felt sure, was one 
of Mike Markalj‘s custom-made certificates. 
Its seductively genuine appearance was a 
testimonial to his misdirected skill as ah en- 
graver. The paper was genuine bank note 
material; the $20 bill, purportedly issued by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, had 
been made from a $1 bill whose original im- 
pression had been bleached out. And a 
practiced and suspicious eye was required to 
detect that the serial number was not quite 
as evenly spaced as it was on genuine 
notes; that the shrubbery and certain archi- 


tectural details in the view of the White 
House were a shade too dark, and that the 
shading in President Andrew Jackson's hair 
had not been exactly reproduced. Most peo- 
ple would have accepted the bill without 
question and been pretty glad to get it. 

Four days later the second note of the 
new illicit issue was detected at the Mercan- 
tile-CCommerce National Bank. This spurious 
bill proved to have been deposited by a 
druggist, who had made change for it for a 
nearby tavern keeper. The tavern keeper 
had received it from @ customer who hap- 
pened to be his parish priest, a man he had 
known for 15 years, the Reverend Sophrony 
Balaban. 

Where did Father Balaban live? He might 
be able to carry the tracing a step farther 
back. The, address was given—and the 
agents decided they would not go directly to 
the priest just yet. For the address was that 
of the house on Park avenue to which Mar- 
kalj and Klickovich had been trailed the pre- 
vious winter. It was difficult to believe that 
a man of Father Balaban’s calling would be 
mixed up with counterfeiters, but the agents 
set about checking up on him. 

It appeared that Balaban came to this 
country in 1910 from what was then Serbia 
and now is Yugoslavia: He had said that he 
had three children in the old country, two 
boys and a girl, and that his wife was dead.

He had been 
reading English books and papers for some 
time in Europe and had accumulated a godd 
vocabulary, but he had never attemped to 
speak English until he arrived in America. 
Now he speaks it excellently and has caught 
on with surprising quickness to American 
slang. His swimming style is restricted 
because of his severe wounds. 

Just now Regier is staying in New York to 
finish a novel about the International 
Brigades. In it he writes about the men who 
were in his battalions, mainly Frenchmen, 
Poles and Germans; about gallant Spaniards 
for whom Regler has great respect and fond- 
ness; about such men as that doughty fight- 
er, Andre Malraux. 

The exiled Regler, slender and of me- 
dium height, is not yet 40, but he is old in 
experience. He woh the Iron Cross in 
the World War, in which he took part as a 
member of the last class to be called to the 
colors of the German Empire; he was only 
18 then. After peacetime years in which 
stirring events continued to crowd around 
him, he so comported himself on battlefields 
of Spain as to win Hemingway's praise, as 
“one of the real heroes of the Spanish War.” 
Born in a small town in the Scar Valley, 
Gustav Regler got his early education in 
a Catholic convent. His father and mother 
were deeply religious people; they were

For a 
time he edited a paper which was a rival of 
Julius Streicher’s then new and budding 
“Der Stiirmer,” the best-known anti-Semitic 
newspaper of Hitler's Germany today. He 
wrote many articles on political and eco- 
nomic subjects and made an extensive study 
of the agrarian problems of the people of 
the Saar and of other ‘parts of Germany. 

For a time Regler worked in the textile 
manufacturing business, but he found out 
soon that he wanted to devote himsel{ to 
writing and teaching. He wrote several 
novels, two historical and two dealing with 
Germany's land problems. 

When the time came for the Saar plebi- 
scite, Regler took an active part in politics— 
the plebiscite was of special interest to him 
as a native of the Saar. He sought freedom

Thus, according to the law of Islam, the 
Sultan divorced himself from his wife. Had 
Mrs. Wilson been a Mohammedan woman, 
the command of “Talak” would have meant 
to her that she was to return to the house 
of her father. As it was, she made plans 
for catching the first liner to London. 
Sultan Ibrahim of Johore has been on the 
throne of his semi-independent country since 
1895, when he followed his great father, 
Abubakar. It was Abubakar who in 1885 
closed a treaty of friendship with Great 
Britain by which the country became a pro- 
tectorate of the English Empire. Finally, 
Abubakar built the beautiful palace that 
rises in this capital of the Sultanate, near 
the straits of Singapore. 

When the present ruler mounted the throne 
in 1895, Johore was little more than a back- 
ward, native state that had chiefly military 
importance for Great Britain. Soon, however, 
the progressive Sultan Ibrahim began to ex- 
ploit the rubber trees of Johore and, as a 
result, he is today one of the wealthiest 
rulers of the Orient. 

For many years, Ibrahim's hobby was to 
hunt the Malay tiger, which preyed on his 
people, in the dense jungles of Johore. He 
is said to have killed hundreds of tigers, 
often hunting them afoot, instead of from an 
elephant’s howdah. 

The Sultan was first married to a noble- 
woman of his own race. From this union 
resulted Crown Prince Ismail Tunku Mah- 
kota, now 43 years old. 

His second wife, the former Mrs. Helen 
Wilson, was the daughter of a Glasgow 
asir man. She was first married to Dr. 
Villiam Brockie Wilson. Dr. Wilson, who 
had practiced in Singapore before, received 
a call to be personal physician to the Sultan 
of Johore, Dr. Wilson accepted, but first went 
to England for a vacation. There he mar- 
ried Mrs. Wilson, who went with him to Jo 
hore in 1925. 

The Wilsons were not very happy. And 
then Sultan Ibrahim took a liking to the 
young wife of his personal physician. At any 


sons of his health, would never return to 
Johore.” Instead, it was said, the Sultan 
would go home as soon as his “state was 
satisfactory.” 

In 1930, Mrs. Wilson accepted his proposal 
for marriage. On October 16 of that year, 
the Oriental potentate and the fair-haired 
Scotchwoman ‘were married at Princes’ Row 
Registry Office in London. Huge crowds who

The following year, on November 18, the 
Sultana was crowned at Johore Bharu. On

The pair attracted much attention at the

= Elizabeth in London last May. The Sultana 
; was seen in a gown and coat of gold and 


wearing the sash of Johore as well as other 
resplendent crown jewels. At that time, the 
pair still seemed much in love with each 
other. Only last November, they both de 
parted for a trip to London from which they 
returned but recently. 

Now, this romantic marriage has been dis 
solved. Of late, rumors had appeared in 
several Continental gossip papers that 
Crown Prince Ismail had joined the opposi- 
tion toward his white stepmother, who is 
about his age. And it seems as if this con- 
stant friction at court convinced the pair that 
a divorce was the best way out. 

Though this step took the harsh form of 
Islamic separation, the Sultan is said to have 
settled upon his second wife a generous 
allowance. It is said that she is to receive 
a yearly alimony of $25,000, in addition to 
$225,000 worth of jewelry.

tlage of Mile. -Maggie Meller, beautiful 
French dancer-actress, to a wealthy Egyptian 
nobleman, Al Fahmy Bey.

During a visit 
to England in 1923, Madame Fahmy shot 
and killed her husband in a London hotel 
Tried in a British court, she was acquitted 
on a plea of self-defense.
